Even a fragmentary list of Dorothy Draper’s work reads 
like an index of modern decorating trends. 

Known as “‘a doer and a darer”’ in the field of home 
decoration, she pioneered in the use of fresh, clear colors. 
Her influence is evident in such popular departures from 
tradition as the extensive use of mirrors to increase the 
‘ . size of small rooms, the bold 
use of decorative plaster, the 
selection of wallpapers with 
over-all’ floral patterns on 
clear white backgrounds or 
broad stripes on white back- 
grounds, and the use of large, 
decorative lamps on _ low, 
sturdy tables. 

But above all, she believes 
in the need for a fresh ap- 
proach to the problem of com- 
bining traditional with mod- 
ern, whether it be in a large 
hotel or a small home. This 
approach is evident in her ar- 
ticle, ““Garden-Fresh Color Schemes,” on page 34. 

Mrs. Draper’s activities range from industrial design 
to the decoration of private homes, night clubs, theaters, 
and hotels. She styled and decorated the 37-story Hamp- 
shire House in New York, the Camelia House in Chica- 
go’s Drake Hotel, and the Quintandinha, fabulous resort 
hotel in Brazil. She is now working on the Fairmont in 
San Francisco. 

She is the author of two best sellers, ‘‘Decorating Is 
Fun” and “Entertaining Is Fun,” and has given many 
lectures thruout the country.

Her interests, tho, are much 
broader than in the problems of her 
beloved Chinese. During the war, 
she emerged as an eloquent spokes- 
man for all downtrodden minorities. 

So when we asked her to write an 
article on the grave need of teaching 
children to be tolerant, we touched 
a subject very near to her heart. Her 
plea for true understanding—some- 
thing deeper than the surface accept- 
ance connoted in the word “toler- 
ant”—appears on page 33. 


* International friendship and good 
will are rare enough this February, 
1947, to give point to a story of the 
beautiful “‘Peace’”’ rose, among the 
roses pictured on page 40. 

The rose originated in France. 
Precious budwood, destined for 
America, was rushed out of that 
country just a few hours before the 
Germans took over. In this country 
the rose prospered, won the highest 
score ever given in the All-America 
Rose Selection Trials, and was 
named “‘Peace” the day Berlin fell.

Lily Pons and Peace Roses 


The rose was returned to France 
last summer on behalf of the Ameri- 
can Rose Society by Lily Pons. At a 
concert in Toulon, she presented the 
city a great basket of Peace roses in 
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homage to the French people for the 
suffering they endured. 

“We give thanks peace has ar- 
rived,” the message from the Ameri- 
can Rose Society read, “and hope 
for true understanding across the 
borders for an everlasting world 
peace.” 

Gardeners, it seems, aren’t bound 
by boundary lines. 


* We had a weighty editorial con- 
ference about a statement in the 
December issue of BH&G—that 
African-violets are ‘‘America’s fa- 
vorite house plant.” Opposing sides 
were quickly chosen; the pro-violets 
pitted their strength against the 
pro-geraniums. 

Garden Editor Fleeta Brownell 
Woodroffe finally resolved the dis- 
pute by pointing out: (1) The word 
favorite, by definition, doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean most widely grown; 
many people prefer African-violets 
but have been afraid to try them; 
(2) voting at the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens put African-violets out in 
front by a wide margin, and (3) any- 
way, African-violets will bloom for 
more people because they prosper in 
subdued light. 

Her judgment was vindicated by 
an African-violet show held recently 
in Atlanta. 

The ‘“‘small” show attracted 203 
exhibitors and 478 entries. An 
American African-Violet Society 
was formed. And the crowd of 5,000 
people the first day and 3,000 the 
second jammed traffic at Atlanta’s 
Mitchell and Broad Streets. 


* Charlotte Robling, who wrote 
“All They Know Is What They 
Read on the Radio,” page 48, was 
one of the first two newspaper- 
women to win Neiman fellowships. 
As a Neiman fellow, she studied 
regional and city planning at Har- 
vard in 1945, 


* Ideas for home care and mainte- 
nance pour into BHG&G editorial 
offices from many sources. But it still 
startled us to learn that one of our 
most consistent contributors is an 
inmate of Michigan State Prison. 


* Our November cover caught the 
critical eye of Mrs. H. C. Ballard of 
Greene, New York. “How is the 
corner chair to be used, Yogi fash- 
ion?” she asks. ““Of course, it could 
be just for Fido.”

* And Mrs. C. H. Howland of Nor- 
wood, Rhode Island, takes us to task 
for even hinting that old copies of 
BH&G might have gone to the 
paper drives. 

“Paper drives come and paper 
drives go, but BH&G goes on for- 
ever, I hope,” she writes. “Those 
numbers back in the 1920’s and 30’s 
contained articles that could well be 
reprinted now. You’d be surprised 
how well they compare with your 
present articles.”

his, Too, Is a Time for 
Uncommon Men 


Now that a new year has begun in 
what has been called the ‘‘Century of 
the Common Man,” the thought keeps 
pestering me that the label is somehow 
all wrong. 

I have asked myself, what zs a com- 
mon man? I know of no one—apart 
from politicians—who will say that he 
himself is a common man, or who can 
define precisely what a common man is, 
or who can stand on a street corner and 
point to one shuffling along in the pass- 
ing crowd. 

The label is woefully loose—a mere 
slogan based on nothing deeper than 
the obvious fact that a large part of the 
human race is economically dispossessed 
and that the time has come to end the 
dispossession. 

It is not for this reason alone, how- 
ever, that the phrase “Century of the 
Common Man” seems to be more pat 
than searching, more flamboyant than 
true. Its mischief is that it tends—being 
popular—to spread the impression that 
there is something peculiarly worth- 
while about that character, a character 
to be pampered and exalted, even tho 
nonexistent. 

So we have politicians priding them- 
selves on being members of the alleged 
commonality; and we have writers 
making a kind of sentimental cult of the 
thing; and we have more than a few 
voters who feel there must be something 
to it and who lend their ears to any 
campaigner representing himself as a 
“regular fellow,” a “plain, ordinary, 
average American who eats simply and 
thinks simply.” 


YET, WHAT Is THIs if it is not the glorifi- 
cation of mediocrity? If the ‘common 
man” slogan were used merely to dra- 
matize the valuable idea of raising 
humanity’s living standards, it would be 
an acceptable propaganda device. 
The pity is, however, that it is being 
employed now in a way that would 
seem to make a virtue of the mere aver- 
age in an age whose problems and po- 


tentialities are tremendously above aver- 
age—an age in which few things should 
be more sought after, or more encour- 
aged, than political leadership of excep- 
tional ability and character. No century 
since time began has been quite so un- 
common as this, and none has cried out 
louder for the services -of uncommon 
men—not mediocre men, not folksy 
men who boast of being “‘plain” and 
“ordinary” Americans who ‘eat sim- 
ply” and “think simply.” 

Of course, we have our Comptons, 
our Langmuirs, our Conants, our Op- 
penheimers, and any number of other 
uncommon men. But their efforts are 
confined largely to science and other 
specialized fields. They haven’t the time 
or the inclination to run for government 
office, and even if they did, they would 
be hard put to make much headway 
against organized party machines or 
against lightweight, but seasoned, cam- 
paigners—the “‘regular, plain, ordinary, 
average fellows’—who would have 
wonderful demagogic fun delivering 
crude and noisy speeches about the 
“long-haired professors.” 


THE FACT REMAINS, tho, that our politi- 
cal system is sorely in need of minds at 
least as distinguished as those found in 
scientific and educational circles. If any 
one doubts the need, let him sit down 
for a moment and try to count off on his 
fingers the number of congressmen or 
executive officers — Republican and 
Democratic — who are _ impressive 
enough to be thought of as leaders of 
notable stature. 

As we honor the birthdays of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln, I suggest—not 
presumptuously—that the voter who 
has been miscalled the ““common man” 
resolve to look closely, henceforth, at the 
qualifications of those he elects to repre- 
sent him. Certainly, until he puts un- 
common men into office in this most un- 


common of centuries, the 2 
outlook for a better world Sl c 
will remain quite dim. . 
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hy? Mommie 


“Why, Mommie, is the snow white?” . . . “What 
holds the stars up?” His eager demands follow 
you from room to room. ‘‘What makes an air- 
plane fly?” ...‘‘Why is fire hot, Mommie?”

The most unique feature of the plan 
came of an effort to cut costs. To avoid 
grading and excavating expense, a ramp 
that follows the slope was built between 
living room and bedrooms. It’s lighted 
like a theater aisle. 

Interior walls and ceilings are smooth 
plaster, painted a restful gray-white. 
Floors are cement in natural color, treat- 
ed to prevent spotting, and waxed. All 
closets are the wardrobe type, making all 
closet space visible and easily accessible.

Tuose white birches have a spe- 
cial task. They reflect moonlight 
into this room.” 

Jens Jensen, the great landscape 
artist, showed me how he used the 
birch, as we faced the long windows 
at one end of his living room. It had 
once been a northern Wisconsin log 
schoolhouse. Then he turned to 
the opposite gable whose windows 
framed white pines against the stead- 
fast blue of Ellison Bay. 

**But those pines are in silhouette 
against the moonlight. They speak 
better so.” 

Listening to him, I thought again 
of a morning in the Indiana dunes. 
Our biology class from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago had risen stiffly from 
its overnight encampment, and 
started out on a new day under the 
leadership of Dr. Henry Cowles. 

The first things Doctor Cowles 
showed us that morning were lu- 
pines. Not their position in the 
Leguminosae. Not the palmately 
compound nature of their leaves. 
Not the zygomorphic, polypetalous, 
hypogynous structure of the flower.

Not the wolf lurking in their name. 
Not even their place in the xerarch 
succession—tho all these facts were 
in him and would come out sooner 
or later. 

What he pointed out was the way 
of the lupine leaf with dew. One 
drop rose clear, high, and round, 
from its deep setting at the center of 
each leaf. 

The plant that is best of all in 
blue-gray spring mists was pointed 
out to me by a young farmer in a 
glistening black poncho. He stood 
next to me in a line receiving dough- 
nuts and coffee over the porch rail- 
ing of a farmhouse near Naperville, 
Illinois. 


Tue young farmer pointed to the 
powdery yellow hazel catkins dan- 
gling in the fence row. The same yel- 
low showed between the slats of the 
corncrib, and in the cut sidé of the 
strawstack, and on the breast of a 
meadow lark on the fence post. 
Second best in spring mists and 
drizzles is the trembling aspen’s gray 
catkins. But when fall rains come, 
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the red-oak trunk that deepens to a 
dry-point black is most dramatic 
against the autumn’s color. 

l here is no doubt about it. To our 
many charts that show columns 
that are headed “‘autumn coloring,” 

lowers,” “fruit,” “‘texture,”’ “hard- 
iness,’—-we should add one called 
“ways of wearing the weather.” 


Ai rER weeping willow it would 
say, ““Sleet storms make a Victorian 
glass bead curtain out of it.”’ 

\fter ironwood it might say, 
“Hoarfrost changes the fine spray 
Ol its twigs into starched lace.” 

\fter cottonwood, “In a summer 
drouth it makes the sound of rain on 
the roof,” and after silver poplar, 
“Good in the mid-distance in. a 
breeze.” 

Wild plum and elderberry should 
be labeled “Good to smell in the 
moonlight.” 

But these are but veils and tissues 
and furbelows of weather compared 
to the durable garment that is snow. 
Do you remember how the snow 
Came, and how it stayed last winter? 





The way trees wear their snow is 
worth considering when we come to 
choose the trees that are to compan- 
ion our futures. They will probably 
wear snow longer than they will 
wear bloom, or fruit, or fall color- 
ing. 

Our native oaks have individual 
ways with snow. White oak lets 
snow rest on its shoulders as if it 
didn’t need a muffler, but had been 
given one for Christmas and was 
wearing it with grace. But bur oak 
wears snow as an adolescent boy 
might wear his sister’s sweater, with 
elbows and wrists much in evidence. 


Rep oak holds only a pinch of 
snow in acute angles here and there. 
Northern pin oak looks more than 
ever as if its slip were showing, now 
that the untidy tangle of its dead 
lower branches is whitened. Pin oak 
seems to play at being a conifer, with 
its ccnical shape, and its drooping 
branches merging with the earth’s 
covering.

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Pear psylla stages surprise comeback 


Pear psylla suddenly again have become a major pest in some 
Eastern states after a 10-year lull. By last September, many pear 
trees were dripping with sticky honey dew excreted by hordes of 
these jumping plant lice after sucking the plant juices. An unsightly 
black, sooty fungus rapidly infested the leaves and fruits hit by fall- 
ing droplets, completing their destruction. Spray with oil or lime 
sulfur, timed to hit the pests in the spring after they leave the pro- 
tection of the bark and move to the twigs, but before buds open. 


Your tree leaves can be greener 


Newest way to make tree leaves greener is to spray them next 
summer with a synthetic chemical iron-compound sold as Fermate. 
Leaves lacking in iron never become a dark green, lack chlorophyll, 
the principal material of the food-making machinery of plants. 
Used now for citrus trees, the treatment seems to offer hope to 
homeowners who despair of seeing anything except a sickly 
yellow-green in the leaves of their pin oaks and other shade trees. 
Older soil treatments, and sprays with other forms of chemical iron, 
gave erratic results, rust stains on sidewalks, often injury to trees. 


Chemical spray makes fruit “blush” more brightly 


Those fancy Comice pears, so popular in gift baskets, probably 
owed their eye appeal to a sodium thiocyanate treatment. Pear 
growers in the winter pear region of the Northwest this year 
sprayed many acres of pear trees with the chemical two weeks 
before fruit was harvested. Treatment caused leaves and fruit to 
lose their green color, gave fruit a brighter red and yellow “blush.” 
Spray is useless for other kinds of pears, and has too little effect on 
apples to be profitable except for home gardeners.

Underground Fumigation 
lets Soil Pests

Four chemical fumigants are 
ready for sale to home gardeners in- 
terested in ridding their soil of wire- 
worms and nematodes, major root- 
destroying pests. 

You have your choice of D-D, 
ethylene dibromide, methyl bro- 
mide, or chloropicrin. Each is a 
liquid, but becomes a deadly gas in 
the soil. The first two can be poured 
into holes punched in the soil. The 
other two produce irritating fumes 
and must be applied with a special 
soil gun. 

Soil experts believe that half of all 
soils in the South and Far West are 
heavily infested by the pests. Many 
people seem unaware of their pres- 
ence, even when a mysterious ‘“‘soil

sickness” yellows and stunts their 
plants each year. 

Northern gardens usually escape 
injury because few wireworms or 
nematodes manage to survive when 
the soil freezes. Those that do live 
over winter rarely multiply rapidly 
or attack many plants except in un- 
usually hot summers. 


Bur the pests multiply incredibly 
fast in warm soils, soon making nor- 
mal crop growth impossible. Two 
million acres of once profitable land 
has been abandoned. Theoretically, 
keeping the soil completely bare for 
two years starves out the soil pests, 
but if even a couple of weeds remain, 
the wait is in vain. 


Chemical fumigation of soil 
gives certain control of both 
wireworms and nematodes, 
costs home gardeners only $3 
to $5 for each 1,000 square feet. 

Ethylene dibromide and D-D 
are easiest to apply: Simply 
poke holes 8 inches deep and 
15 inches apart. Pour in one 
teaspoon of the chemical, close 
hole, and spray soil with water 
to form a water seal that pre- 
vents rapid loss of lethal va- 
pors. Delay planting 2 weeks.

1. Apply when the soil is dry 
enough to be planted. 

2. Delay planting two weeks to 
allow fumes to escape. 

3. Spray water on soil after 
treatment to seal surface. 

4. Check soil temperature if 
using chloropicrin (must be 
above 60 degrees).

i YOUR children be taught tolerance? Not unless you 
understand the difficulties in such teaching! Certainly tolerance 
cannot be taught by any easy, ready-made method. 

Tolerance—an ugly word—is not even enough. When one is 
tolerant, it means that he can only endure. We have to teach 
something much more constructive than a passive acceptance of 
the existence of other creatures. 

Tolerance implies lack of pleasure in such acceptance. All of us 
must learn to enjoy knowing as friends those whose looks and 
ways may be different from ours. Knowledge must lead to under- 
standing, in order that enjoyment may be a pleasant fruit, en- 
riching life for us all. 

Where can you and your children learn such tolerance? No- 
where, as school and church and home now exist in our average 
communities. 

To begin with, children learn-no theories which they do not 
see practiced. Life in the community contradicts too often what 
the school teaches. This is eternal struggle between school and 
community. | 

Even the school’s own practice often contradicts what it 
teaches. All the teaching the school can give a child will not 
teach him tolerance if colored children are not admitted to the 
classrooms. All that a teacher can say will not sell him on toler- 
ance if that same teacher will not invite Negroes, however well 
educated and delightful, to her home. 

But even if there are schools that practice what they teach, 
they still meet the obstacle of the home which clings to prejudice. 
Much of the conflict in the average American’s life comes from 
Children are born without prejudice.

IR THE 103 years of its life this sprawling frame farm- 
house had accumulated 18 rooms.

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When You Build 


=-Here’s What You Should Know About Above-Ground Construction 


By Architect Kenneth Edmunds 


is unprofitable to put up a badly built house—un- 
profitable for the lumber dealer, the contractor, and you. 
In a few years floors will sag; walls will crack; the roof 
will leak; and you’ll be sour on the whole idea. 

The money it takes to correct building mistakes might 
better build an addition, improve interiors, or pay off the 
mortgage. So when you spend money for joists, rafters, 
sheathing, and chimney, make sure you are paying the 


last bill for those items during the lifetime of the house. 

Tho this introduction can consider only main points, 
you’ll find the information of value if you are erecting an 
addition, remodeling, or building a whole house. 

Be sure you understand specifications. They are as 
much a part of your contract as the working drawings— 
and they determine the kind of house you get and how 
much happiness or trouble you’ll have later. 
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Joists 


There’s no easy way to correct 
mistakes made in framing joists. 
Faulty joists mean springy floors, 
settling walls, and plaster cracks. 

Joists must have adequate bear- 
ing at both ends, preferably 4 
inches. When they must be spliced 
over a supporting beam, girder, or 
wall (1), they should overlap and 
be amply spiked together. Never 
splice except over a support. 

Joists must be doubled where 
there is an opening (2) as for stairs, 
and where single joists can’t ex- 
tend from bearing point to bearing 
point. They must be doubled under 
all partitions (3). Before joists are 
spiked in place, the carpenter 
should go over his layout with the 
plumber and heating contractor. 
Otherwise, the carpenter later may 
have to cut joists at crucial points, 
following up with costly patching. 

There’s no economy in under- 
sized joists. Normally all joists are 
154 inches thick. To use 8-inch in- 
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stead of 10-inch joists may mean a 
sagging floor later, one that can be 
strengthened only by pulling up 
the floor. There is economy, tho, in 
planning so joists can be used full- 
length—8, 10, 12, or 14 feet. In 
longer lengths, joists increase great- 
ly in price. Avoid large knots; they 
weaken supporting timbers. 
Cross-bracing (5) at least every 8 
feet adds stiffness. Spacing of joists 
(6) should not exceed 16 inches. 
Ends of joists should be boxed in 
(7), and the space filled with in- 
combustible material. This forms 
firestop, which has insulating value 
and prevents drafts between walls. 
Wood underflooring, or “rough 
flooring,” should be laid diagonal- 
ly (8) for added stiffness. Ends 
should rest on joists unless rough 
flooring is tongue-and-grooved. 
Precast concrete joists and slabs 
cost more than wood for the first 
floor. Added fire protection and 
strength offset higher cost. 











Exterior Studs and Rafiers 


Studs are erected after joists are 
spiked in place and the rough floor 
laid. This is just as easy to do right 
as wrong. 

Studs should be toenailed into 
joists (4) to eliminate shrinkage. 
At corners, three studs (9) should 
be used. Lower ends of exterior- 
wall studding are spiked to a 2x4 
“plate.” There should be two 2x4’s 
at the top (10) to form the plate on 
which rafters rest. 

Studs, like joists, are spaced 16 
inches on centers. Around openings 
they should be doubled. Heads of 
openings (11) and sills call for two 
2x4’s. At the sides of openings 
(jambs), stiffeners (12) between 
the 2x4’s and the next nearest stud 
keep the sides of the opening from 
bulging. Additional blocks nailed 
between stud and window frame 
keep windows from binding. 

Corners can be stiffened in vari- 
ous ways: There should be some 
sort of diagonal brace (13)—a con- 


tinuous 1x4 cut into notched studs, 
carefully fitted lengths of 2x4’s 
nailed in place after sheathing 
is on, or steel straps (1x.020 inches) 
nailed every 3 inches. When wood 
sheathing covers studs, it should be 
placed diagonally (15). 

Between studs, 2x4 lengths, al- 
ternately sloping slightly up and 
down (14), form firestops. 

After rafters (19) are in place, 
either the “roofers’’—tongue-and- 
grooved boards (16)—or shingle 
nailing strips (17) are nailed in 
place as a base for shingles or 
slates. Between rafters at the top 
plate use incombustible material 
(18) to form another firestop. 

The most economical construc- 
tion calls for rafters at the gable 
ends fitted directly over the plate, 
with rafter ends sawed off at the 
plate. This method gives you no 
overhanging eaves, tho. “Collar 
ties’ (20) between rafters add

I READ by the radio,” says one Louis- 
ville businessman to another, “that Truman 
has—” 

“Wait a minute! How’s that again? You 
READ by radio?” 

“Sure. I saw in my facsimile newspaper 
this morning... .” 

Daily for three years some 40 Louisville 
families have been receiving the WHAS 
Facsimile News, a pint-sized, “printed”? news- 
paper broadcast directly into their living 
rooms from WHAS, the clear-channel sta- 
tion of the Courier-Journal and Times. 

Within the next 12 months you'll be 
seeing facsimile machines operated in schools, 
libraries, and stores. And if you like to watch 
a new scientific development from the be- 
ginning, you may be able to try facsimile in 
your home. 


Bur it was to find out what those 40 fac- 
simile families think of their parlor-printers 
that Better Homes .& Gardens sent me to 
Louisville. Briefly, they’re fascinated, tho 
sometimes frustrated; think it’s here to 
stay; look forward to improved reception 
as soon as WHAS converts its facsimile 
broadcasts from AM to FM. 

WHAS began its facsimile experiments 
five years ago. Two years later it began 
broadcasting a daily two-hour program. If 
you had a receiver in Louisville, you’d be 
getting a noonday paper that resembled an 
ancient Roman scroll 8% inches wide by 
some 60 inches in length. You could read it 
scrollwise, or you could cut it into six 
pages, each a fourth the size of your regular

His copy of the News is often a 
curious blur, the only reproduction rec- 
ognizable the familiar black bangs of Nancy, 
the comic strip tomboy, and the battered 
cap of Sluggo, her boy friend.

It doesn’t matter 
what one. Take Abraham Lincoln’s time, from that day 138 years 
ago this month when bony little Abe was born. 


Family of Seven Sleeps in Barn 


Abe Lincoln came into the world on a bed of saplings in a one- 
room mud-plastered cabin (top of this page). The floor was of 
cold earth, and only a bearskin flapped in the doorway to shut out 
the bitter February wind. There was no midwife or doctor, no 
ether or nembutal, and Aunt Betsy Sparrow, who came running 
with a little linsey shirt and yeller petticoat, lived a couple of 
miles away. The whole frontier was squalid and poverty-stricken, 
and on top of that Pa Lincoln, who as a boy had seen his father 
killed by an Indian, was a grumbling no-account; the soil was 
poor; he couldn’t get clear title to his land, and crops had been 
bad. 

But at that, Lincoln’s birthplace was better than’ the next 
cabin he lived in; for months, the latter had only three sides, like a 
farm machine shed. 


Arabs Fight Jewish Expansion 


All along the frontier, that day Lincoln was born, there was 
dread of Indian trouble. Off to the north, in the village of Tippe- 
canoe, the Shawnee chieftain, Tecumseh, and his brother, the 
Prophet, were rumored to be stirring the kettle of trouble. They 
had reason. 

In the previous 14 years, the land-grabbing whites, by their 
treaties, had driven the Indians from 48 million acres of hunting 
grounds. They had coolly and systematically debauched the red- 
skins with whiskey—just as the Japs, a century and a quarter 
later, were to debauch the Chinese with legal opium. But the 
whites had succeeded better. In the whole vast area north of the 
Ohio and east of the Mississippi, only 4,000 Indians remained. 

Now Tecumseh was preaching sobriety, resistance. And in 
Vincennes, Governor Harrison was gathering his army. For if 
Tecumseh should succeed, the great land grab was over. When 
he was set, later, Harrison marched on Tippecanoe, provoked a 
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fight over something about stolen horses, wiped out the braves, 
and burned their village. 

As in Poland in 1939, the story had to be prettied up for home 
consumption. Harrison didn’t have a Josef Goebbels, but he did 
all right. He started the rumor that the whole uprising had been 
a dastardly plot of the British; they had armed Tecumseh and 
egged him into aggression against the States. Everybody was glad 
to believe anything wicked about the British. The States flamed 
with righteous wrath. Good old Harrison; he showed ’em. The 
States didn’t forget. Much later they elected Harrison president. 


Woman’s Body Found in Ravine 





Depravity, perversity, and violence were common all along 
the lonely, monotonous frontier when Lincoln was born. In the 
drab existence there were few emotional outlets, few stimulations 
for starved minds to feed upon. Even the camp meetings, spon- 
sored by the ministers and supposed to be religious, were often 
wild orgies. 

Historian James Truslow Adams describes one of these in 
Lincoln’s birth state. It was attended by 25 to 30 thousand per- 
sons. ‘‘Seventeen preachers, as well as many volunteers, preached 
continuously from Friday to the following Thursday, and at one 

time, it is said, 3,000 followers lay unconscious on the ground in 
| religious swoons, while 500 ‘jerked’ and ‘barked’ in unison. One 
prayer felled 300 of them. In the innumerable meetings of this 
sort ... in the poorer parts of the East and thruout the South and 
West, the religious frenzy often passed into a sexual orgy, and as 
dusk came on, and as the preacher played on the emotional na- 
tures of his hearers, he would be surrounded by a mass of human- 
ity in which all intellectual control had been released, some falling 
insensible, some writhing in fits, some crawling and barking like 
dogs, some having the ‘jerks,’ and others throwing themselves in 
couples on the ground among the trees in frenzies of sensual 
passion.” 

Much later in California one of the reformist editors was to 
complain bitterly that out of 12 hundred murders, only three had 
been avenged by the hangman’s noose.

Kat a Good Breaktast? 2... 


lr YOU’RE an average person, you spend only 12 minutes 
eating your breakfast. What are you eating in those 12 min- 
utes? One-fourth to one-third of your day’s nourishment? 
That’s what authorities agree breakfast should supply. 

It’s not so much a question of how much breakfast we eat 
as what kind. We may offset midmorning hunger by eating a 
big breakfast—sure; but we are still inviting fatigue and 


Case of Mrs. F.... 


Mrs. F. is overweight, yet has many 
colds. Her usual breakfast of coffee, frosted 
sweet rolls (350 calories* each) is short of 
proteins, vitamins, minerals. Daily needs 
may be small—iron required bulks less 
than a pinhead—but nothing else takes 
its place. Mrs. F. is anemic. 

While hanging wash, Mrs. F. feels 
chilled, starts sneezing. Her resistance is 
low (studies show possible relation between 
resistance to tuberculosis and foods rich in 
protein, Vitamins A and C). A breakfast of 
fruit, enriched cereal, and egg would have 
given her food essentials for morning tasks. 

Interested in a dieting fad, she decides to 
skip breakfast entirely, has to draw on her 
reserves of fat for heat and energy every 
morning. In a short time she suffers from a 
fat shortage, marked by constant hunger, 
lack of pep, vague discomfort. Beauty is an 
inside job, depends on balanced diet. 


Soon Mrs. F. is nervous, pale, has little 
accidents. Mayo Clinic doctors report that 
persons short of Vitamin B, show impair- 
ment of physical and mental efficiency. 


Morning tasks are the biggest drain on 
Mrs. F’s energy. Since she’s anemic (low in 
Vitamin C and iron), her heart tries to 
pump harder, oftener—resulting in early 
fatigue. Woman weighing 130 pounds, 
keeping house, has a daily energy require- 
mentof about 2,300 calories. Milk is a must.

Mr. F. has no appetite for breakfast, 
often goes to the office without eating any- 
thing, getting coffee and rolls later on. He 
feels midmorning hunger pangs, yawns at 
his desk. His hands aren’t steady as he 
lights a cigarette (B, shortage) and he’s 
losing his hair prematurely (B, deficiency). 

Breakfasts served were so monotonous 
that Mr. F. lost interest in eating. Less 
than 1 out of 100 of America’s meal plan- 
ners say they put thought into breakfasts. 


Mr. F. uses his reserves for energy during 
the morning, after refusing his body the 
food it needed. While he slept, it burned 
fuel at hourly rate of 4% calorie per pound 
of body weight, as heart beat, chest moved 
in breathing, last meal was digested, mus- 
cles were kept ready for sudden action. 


Mineral.and vitamin defects lead to his 
lowered mental activity. Diminishing gly- 
cogen reserves (form in which sugar, 
starches are stored in the tissues) hasten 
fatigue, important factor in accidents. 
Most industrial injuries occur before noon. 


In evening, at home, Mr. F. is tuckered 
out, irritable; doesn’t want to romp with 
the children. He needs a pint of milk a day, 
as calcium lack causes hyper-irritability. 


Calculated energy expenditure for man 
weighing 154 pounds, in sedentary job, is 
about 2,400 calories a day. Lockheed found 
one-fourth of 1,080 workers had no citrus 
fruit in a week and that one-half had no 
whole-grain cereal.

As many as 80 out of 100 of America’s employed don’t eat 
enough food of the right sort to keep them alert during the 
morning.

Breakfast, pace setter for the day’s activities, is perhaps 
our most important meal. Next time you start to slight it, 
remember—you are what you eat. 


and Jimmie F.... 


Jimmy F., 12, has more A’s on his ab- 
sence record than on his report card. His 
teacher thinks he’s dull, but his real trouble 
is mineral and vitamin deficiency. Under- 
weight and small for his age, he doesn’t 
pay attention. 

At fault is Jimmy’s habit of getting up 
too late to eat breakfast. His stomach has 
been empty more than 10 hours, since 
average meal leaves in 4. No wonder he 
can’t concentrate on decimals. Home eco- 
nomics teachers in 45 states report 16 out 
of 100 of their students eat no breakfast. 


In school, Jimmy can’t see the black- 
board well, his vision is dim from defici- 
ency of B,. By 10 o’clock he feels drowsy, 
thinks history is dullest subject he takes. 


During gym period, no one wants Jim- 
my on soccer team. He’s weak, bruises 
easily (Vitamin C deficiency). Vitamin C 
isn’t stored in body, must be provided 
daily. An 8-ounce glass of orange juice at 
breakfast would have given him enough 
C for day’s needs, also will contribute A, 
B, and G, calcium, iron, and phosphorus. 


Overhungry at noon, Jimmy eats lunch 
so fast that his digestion is upset for the rest 
of the day, trying to care for this sudden 
heavy load of food improperly chewed. 

Boy 12, 58 inches tall, weighing 85 
pounds needs about 2,900 calories a day. 
Children require more than adults to al- 
low for growth (for example, 12-year-old 
needs 214 times as much protein as adult),

Jumbo Peanut Cruneh “/i’s a big batch of brittle. Crisp and crunchy with 
salted peanuts, it takes only 4 tablespoons sugar” —

Add 2 unbeaten eggs, one at a time, beating thoroly 
after each. Add remaining dry ingredients alternately with 4% cup milk. Pour into 
2 waxed-paper-lined, 8-inch layer cake pans. Bake in moderate oven (350°) 
30 to 35 minutes. Cool. Frost.

Keep a schedule but keep it elastic 


—don’t forget that Baby is human, too 


By Ann Usher 


Jusr a few years ago, a mother could brag 
smugly of her perfect “schedule” baby. Now 
one expert in child psychology tells us to 
threw out schedules altogether. 

Poor newborn baby! His eating and sleep- 
ing habits are the bone of a very big con- 
tention. To have or not to have aschedule... 

As in any controversy, some people are 
going to extremes in both directions. A news- 
paper columnist recently told this story that 
shows how upsetting the no-schedule theory 
can be: 

One young mother’s pediatrician ad- 
vised feeding her new baby whenever he 
seemed hungry. The first night at home the 
infant woke and cried every half hour—and 
was duly fed every half hour! I imagine the 
poor baby was as befuddled as his inex- 
perienced parents. And, as his tummy be- 
came fuller and fuller, he probably had good 
reason for crying. 

On the other hand, any mother knows it’s 
hard to stick to a schedule. Many a woman 
has stood firm, while her baby wailed pit- 
eously until the hands of the clock 
reached the appointed hour for his bottle. 
By that time both baby and mother were 


exhausted, and the rest of the family thoroly 
disapproved of the whole business. 


So what should you do—banish the sched- ’ 


ule? Or stick grimly to the clock until you 
have a well-trained, but possibly spirit- 
broken baby? 

The answer is: Do neither. Have a sched- 
ule for your sake as well as Baby’s, but keep 
it elastic! Let common sense and considera- 
tion for Baby’s needs guide you. If he wakes 
ahead of schedule, crying and gnawing at 
his little fists, feed him. He’ll feel better and 
so will you. And don’t“worry that Baby will 
be set in bad habits from then on. 


You sometimes get hungry before lunch- 
time, and eat early, don’t you? But does that 
mean that you expect your lunch to be 
moved up a half hour from that day on? 

So with Baby! Make allowance for the 
fact that he may get hungry earlier one 
time than he will the next. Occasionally he 
may not want the full amount of formula or 
solid food. He may not want to sleep as long 
one time as another. 

Allow him this freedom of choice. Next 
time he may sleep right [ Turn to page 98

Dip forgetting ever cost you as 
much as a fur coat? It cost me just 
that. All because I forgot to tell my 
husband, Harry, about a telephone 
call. 

It turned out that it was an im- 
portant business deal, involving a 
great deal of money. Harry planned 
to buy me a new fur coat with the 
profit. But since a quick decision and 
immediate action were necessary, 
Harry’s competitor won the sale. 
Because I forgot! That convinced 
me that I needed a better system. 

A family post office proved to be 
the answer. It really is a simple 
affair. We made it out of plywood 
and painted it white inside and out. 
The white makes the contents show 
up readily. Closed on all sides and 
ends, except the front, it is divided 
into four pigeonholes, shoe-box size. 
We numbered the boxes. Names are 
fine, too. We liked the post-office 
appearance the numbers give. Being 
the originator of the idea, I was 
assigned Box No. 1. 

We keep a supply of 3x5-inch 
cards. Anything I want to tell the 
family goes on a card to put in the 
box of that individual. The card 
stays in the box until the task it sug- 
gests is performed. It helps to pre- 
vent the feeling of being nagged 
about little things, yet is a reminder. 
If the message is urgent or a job to 
be done right away, we use red 
cards. That color produces a sort 
of fire-department urgency. 


Ar FIRST, I didn’t use the post 
office for anything but reminders. 
But, as time went on, I noticed that 
occasionally our family mail got mis- 
placed about the house. There was 
never one best place to put it, and 
the day’s catch nearly always in- 
cludes something for each one. So, 
after the family post office was a 
going concern, I started using it to 
distribute the regular mail. 

We continued to find more uses 
for our post office. When my con- 
centrating husband is reading, tuned 
in to a pet radio program, or playing 


gin rummy in our den with the 
neighbors he is extremely allergic 
to disturbances. Also, our children 
study—now and then. At times they 
sleep. During such periods, if the 
need arises, we note whatever comes 
up, on a card, and tuck it in the 
proper box. 

When unexpected guests arrive, 
family plans often require alteration. 
At such times, Harry disappears and 
heads for the post office. Returning, 
he gives me the family signal and, in 
Box No. 1, I find the card. It’s usual- 
ly the famous $64 question, “Are we 
dining at home or abroad?’’ You’d 
be surprised how much fun we have.

Th E only difficulty we’ve had— 
except when the post office fell down 
with a heavy Christmas mail—was 
the failure, now and then, of box- 
holders to go by the post office and 
get their cards. You should have 
heard Harry, after a few such fail- 
ures gummed up the works. Striking 
a platform attitude, he announced 
that such disregard for the funda- 
mental rules of a post office strikes 
at the very roots of the system. With 
that still ringing in our ears, we 
thereafter seldom missed. 

To maintain interest in our family 
post office,~we introduced the ele- 
ment of surprise. And, after we had 
worked on it for a while, we found 
the surprise business worked fine. 
Originality is encouraged. Simplic- 
ity is the rule as to fixings and price. 
Small birthday gifts and special 
holiday and greeting cards are some 
examples. Now and then, I find a 
particularly nice flower from our 
garden. As a matter of fact, we never 
know just what awaits us. That was 
all too true for Sue, when she reached 
in and found alive frog. After Harry’s 
remarks, Roy knows that a frog is 
out of place in a post office. 

Our family post office pays divi- 
dends. While I have my fur coat, it 
does need replacing now. When the 
next deal comes along, I won’t for- 
get the telephone call. Our post office 
will remember!

144 cups enriched flour | beaten egg 

V4 teaspoon salt 1 cup milk 

3 teaspoons baking 2 tablespoons melted 
powder shortening or bacon fat 

1 tablespoon sugar 


Sift flour with salt, baking powder, and sugar. Com- 
bine egg, milk, and shortening. Add to dry ingredients, 
stirring just until flour is moistened. Batter will be lumpy.

1. Stir just until flour is moistened. Overstirring 
batter makes a less-tender cake. The lumps will come out 
in the baking.

2. Use a greaseless griddle. There’s enough shorten- 
ing in the recipe we give you, so there’s no need to grease 
the griddle during baking. 

3. Warm griddle slowly. [ake 15 minutes if you have 
it.

4. Have griddle hot before baking. The griddle is 
about the right temperature when drops of water do not 
evaporate, but dance on the surface.

Iu THE GUY who set out to ex- 
plode the myth about a woman’s 
work never being done. 

To me the modern American 
homemaker was a symbol of ineffi- 
ciency, with a man-hour production 
record lower and a fatigue rating 
higher than any other class of 
worker.

PeRHaps Thomas Chippen- 
dale (1717-1779) was the first— 
and is still’ the best known—of 
the “name” furniture designers. 

But Mr. Chippendale’s designs 
weren’t a drastic departure from 
other furniture of his day. Rather 
he gave a lilt to the heavy Dutch 
style, gave dignity to the flighty 
Louis XV Baroque, and adapted 
exotic Chinese to Western tastes. 
He translated the best foreign 
designs into English with sturdy 
construction and delicate, beau- 
tiful carving. 

Just about the time Chippen- 
dale started to make furniture, 
mahogany was introduced into 
England. Giving his craftsman- 
ship a more cooperative mate- 


rial, it made possible the elegant 
furniture period that carries his 
name. 

In Chippendale’s early designs 
severity of line was marked, but 
as the years passed he developed 
ornateness in everything he did 
with Chinese design dominating. 

To identify Chippendale’s 
work, look for these identifying 
features: Ornate fretwork on 
chests and mirrors; Chinese 
motifs; straight, substantial legs; 
ball-and-claw finish on _ legs; 
chairs with ladder-backs or rib- 
bon designs; tilt-top tables with 
“piecrust” edges; large break- 
fronts, graceful small chairs, and 
four-poster beds. All these are 
typical of Chippendale pieces. 





Much-copied side chair with 
pierced, slat back and carved rib- 
band motif shows Chippendale’s 
sound basic design.

thru till time for his bottle. If he 
does, his schedule is probably all 
right. The time before he may not 
have taken all of his feeding or may 
have spit up some of it. 

However, if he continues to cry 
ahead of time and is always hungry, 
try increasing the amount of formula 
or shortening the length of time 
between bottles. 

Perhaps you are wondering why 
opinion on schedules has changed 
so radically? Twenty years ago, the 
rigid schedule was hailed as the 
answer to all infant-feeding prob- 
lems. And the healthy-looking boys 
and girls raised on that system show 
it was physically-sound. 

But that is only half the problem. 
Some of the leading baby care 
authorities now agree that a strict, 
on-the-hour schedule doesn’t appre- 
ciate that babies are human beings. 
They believe that allowing a hungry 
baby to cry violently for any length 
of time, even tho it’s not time for a 
feeding, isn’t good for his nervous 
system. It may give him a sense of 
frustration and insecurity that can 
cause serious ill effects on his future 
disposition. 

Your baby is an individual—not 
exactly like any other baby.

**i’m dieting’’ 


You’re dieting and think skipping 
breakfast will insure a trim figure. 
But what you really do is give your- 
self a good case of morning starva- 
tion. You crave midmorning snacks, 
find yourself nibbling sweets or 
pastry. You overeat at other meals, 
especially lunch. Net result: you cut 
down, not on calories, but on needed 
minerals, vitamins, proteins.

catch-can affair. Make it an occa- 
sion.

The simple 
basic pattern of fruit, cereal, egg, 
milk, bread and butter can be al- 
tered in many attractive ways. To fit 
individual family needs or desires, 
other foods or second helpings of the 
above can be added. Eggs don’t 
always have to be boiled or fried. 
They can be poached on toast, 
scrambled, shirred, or beaten to 
make a fluffy omelet. Bacon strips, 
fruit bits, or nut meat morsels can, be 
baked into the waffle batter. 

Sliced fruit or berries in season 
can be added to ready-to-eat cereals; 
dried fruits (dates, raisins, figs, 
prunes, apricots) can be added to 
cooked hot cereals for variety and 
extra palatability. A two-fruit break- 
fast often entices a reluctant family 
to eat its morning meal with gusto. 

Change the setting of breakfast, 
too. Let the seasons inspire table ar- 
rangements, the use of different 


| place mats or china. Let a basket or 


bowlful of fruit serve as an occasion- 
al centerpiece. Breakfast is an easy 
meal to dramatize. So stop ignoring 
it—you couldn’t get by with such 
tactics at lunch or dinner every day. 


°**Ne time to fix” 


Getting the family up and the 
children off to school takes all your 
powers of concentration. You hardly 
have time to fix any breakfast at all, 
let alone plan an attractive meal. 

The answer to your problem is 
“Plan ahead!” Set the breakfast 
table at night. Measure out your dry 
ingredients for pancakes, waffles, or 
popovers, or set out the packaged 
mix. If you’re lucky enough to own 
an automatic coffee maker or toast- 
er, a waffle baker or table broiler, 
you can get breakfast at the table. 

Use a tray to carry things back 
and forth between dining room and 
kitchen. Set the butter out to soften 
while you’re making breakfast. Stock 
a pantry shelf with breakfast staples 
(pancake flour, waffle mix, assorted 
cereals) and equipment (orange

juicer, pancake griddle, utility 
knives). Set aside a refrigerator 
breakfast shelf, so there’ll be no 
frantic poking around for cream, 
butter, fruit, or eggs. 

Set up trays for odd-hour break- 
fast-eaters. Encourage latecomers to 
serve themselves from the breakfast 
shelves. Have a schedule of timed 
(10, 15, or 20-minute) meals on 
hand; on mornings you oversleep 
you can pick one making use of 
ready-to-serve or quick-cooking ce- 
real, canned fruit juice. 

And if you don’t have time to sit 
down with the family, at least have 
your fruit juice and coffee with them. 
You can eat the rest of your nranly 
fast after they’ve gone. 


**Ne appetite” 


The morning scene in your home 
is a typical one. Everyone stays in 
bed until the last possible minute, 
then rushes thru the routine of dress- 
ing and eating. You excuse yourself 
from the table; you aren’t hungry.

Siding: Insulating sheathing or 
diagonal sheathing boards (21) 
should be nailed over studs, then a 
good building paper (23) tacked 
on with large-headed nails. Siding 
(24) comes in 4- to 12-inch widths, 
with square-cut ends which make 
a perfect joint when butted. 

A priming coat of paint, put on 
both sides when siding is delivered, 
guarantees long life. Siding decays 
only where water lodges. To post- 
pone decay indefinitely, apply 
white lead and linseed oil to abut- 
ting ends, ends which abut corner 
boards, and window and door 
casings. After siding is nailed in 
place and primed, nail holes and 
joints should be puttied, then the 
house given two more coats of paint. 


Shingles: Over studs there should 
be insulating sheathing (22) or 
wood sheathing, followed by build- 
ing paper (23). Horizontal nailing 
strips (25) must be used with fibrous 
sheathing. The strips create an in- 
sulating dead-air space. 


Single-coursing of shingles has 
long been used, but in recent years 
the desire for a heavy shadow has 
led to double-coursing (26). Out- 
er shingles overhang those under- 
neath by 4 inch. They should be 
face-nailed along the bottom with 
copper or zinc-coated nails. Shin- 
gles decay when attacked by mois- 
ture where they overlap, so have 
them dipped in a wood preserva- 
tive before they’re nailed down. 

With either shingles or siding, 
corner joints should be mitered or 
covered with metal corners. 


Plyweed: This material (27) also 
is applied over sheathing (21) and 
building paper (23). It is impor- 
tant that where two sheets of ply- 
wood form a butted joint, each 
edge be painted with a thick mix- 
ture of white lead and linseed oil. 
Use a special grade of plywood 
made to resist exposure to the 
weather. After erection, it should 
be given a coat of special primer so 
dampness won’t raise the grain. 








Insulation in 


BLANKET 
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Brick veneer: This consists of a 
wood frame, studs sheathed (22) 
and covered with building paper 
(23), and a wall one brick thick. 
Since water must be kept from 
driving thru brick joints, be sure 
waterproof mortar (28) is used. 

In case water gets thru the 
bricks or condenses on the inside 
surfaces, there must be a continu- 
ous air space (30) between the 
brickwork and the building paper. 
Then water can run down to the 
foundation and seep out thru 
“weep” holes. Masons sometimes 
let mortar fall in what is supposed 
to be an air space, blocking it off. 

Metal clips (29), attached to the 
sheathing and spaced every five 
courses, hold brickwork to the 
wood frame. If stone is used instead 
of brick, the same precautions ap- 
ply for waterproof mortar, air 
space, and clips. 


Solid brick or stone walls: If 


you want solid brick walls, the 
thickness will vary according to

the height and the load to be car- 
ried. It should never be less than 8 
inches. Stone used by itself should 
never be less than 12 inches thick; 
14 to 16 inches is better for a two- 
story house. 


Insulating masonry walls: If 
the wall is solid brick, cement 
block, cinder block, or stone, it is 
doubly important that all mois- 
ture be kept out. This means wa- 
terproof mortar between joints, 
and parging (painting or trowel- 
ing) of the inside of the wall with a 
good waterproof compound (32). 
Then create a dead-air space by 
nailing wood strips (31) to hori- 
zontal wood blocks inserted in the 
masonry when the wall was laid. 
Over the strips use lath, insulating 
wallboard, or insulating plaster- 
board (33). Select a wallboard 
with a moistureproof surface to 
prevent room moisture from con- 
densing on the masonry and out- 
door moisture from condensing 
and affecting the interior finish. 





Insulating beard: Simplest in- 
sulation is the board type, 4 feet 
wide and 8, 10, or 12 feet long. It 
comes in many materials, but bas- 
ically it consists of a mesh of fibers 
creating a large number of air 
spaces. Application of the insulat- 
ing board is simple; it is nailed di- 
rectly to the studs, preferably on 
both sides (34). If you want insu- 
lation on both sides, select a type 
having a weatherproof surface 
(usually black) which is placed 
toward the outside to prevent the 
entry and condensation of mois- 
ture, 

Interior insulating board is 
available with a surface requiring 
no finish, or you can buy insulating 
plasterboard to receive plaster. 
Weatherproof insulating board is 
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made in large sheets, requiring two 
workmen, and in narrow, planklike 
widths that one man can handle. 


Blanket type: Fibrous material 
is made into a blanketlike roll of 
varying thickness, cut in 14-inch 
widths to fit between studs. Both 
sides are protected by heavy, 
waterproof paper. Some types have 
flanged edges (35); so nailing the 
blanket to the studs is child’s play. 

Since the space between studs is 
about 35 inches deep, and a sin- 
gle layer of the blanket is about 1 
inch thick, there is an air space of 


about 114 inches between blanket ~ 


and sheathing, and the same be- 
tween blanket and wallboard or 
plaster. These air spaces, plus the

spaces within the blanket, provide 
excellent insulation. 


Wool-batt type: Here the entire 
space between studs is filled (36). 
Again, the insulation is due to a 
multiplicity of air spaces in fibrous

material, such as rock wool or glass 
wool, sealed with waterproof pa- 
per. Bats are made the width of the 
space between studs. The loose-fill 
type, blown in under pressure, is 
frequently used in walls which have 
been faced on both sides. 


Chimneys 


» 


Framing must be done so no mem- 
ber depends on the chimney for 
support. As a rule, the house is 
framed and often sheathed and 
roofed before the mason begins. 
Masonry should be at least 2 inches 
from all wood members (37). Other- 
wise the wood may be overheated, 
char, and burst into flames. A joist 
which would normally carry a load 
is spiked into two “‘headers” (38). 

Hearths (39) must be of masonry, 
supported by a “trimmer” arch. To 
protect the room from sparks, the 
front hearth should project at least 
18 inches. The back hearth and the 
fireplace opening up to the damper 
should be of firebrick. 

There is no great mystery about 
making a fireplace draw properly. 
A good rule of thumb is: The cross- 
section area of the flue must be at 
least one-tenth the size of the fire- 
place opening. And masonry at the 
top of the opening (40) should be as 
narrow as possible—not over 3 
inches. At the back of the flue, a 
smoke chamber, working like a trap 
in a plumbing system, will prevent 
downdrafts. 

The throat—transition of fire- 
place opening into flue—should hold 
a damper to save heat in the winter 
when the fireplace is not being used, 
and to keep insects out during the 
summer. Unless each fireplace or 
heater is given its own flue, danger- 
ous gases will circulate in the house. 





Each flue should be lined with fire- 
clay tile (41) so extreme heat won’t 
crack the chimney and allow fire to 
spread thru the house. Joints of the 
tile must be carefully fitted. 

Fireplaces built of sheet metal and 
other materials are available. These 
manufactured units assure you a 
smokeless fireplace. 

Sometimes chimneys do not draw 
properly because they lack sufficient 
height, or a nearby roof reduces the 
draft when the wind is in a certain 
quarter. One solution is to increase 
the height, but before going to that 
expense, try adding a chimney pot 
(42). Two feet is the accepted mini- 
mum distance between the top of the 
flue and the nearest roof below it. 
It’s also important to have the flue 
lining project 2 or 3 inches (43), and 
to have a right-angle junction. Mor- 
tar forming a sloping surface lets 
the wind roll over the chimney top 
and down the flue, causing a down- 
draft. 

Where a chimney goes thru a roof, 
it should be “flashed” with sheet 
metal (45), preferably copper or 
lead-coated copper. 

One excellent means of maintain- 
ing dry flues and preventing birds 
from nesting there is to have a rein- 
forced chimney cap (44), supported 
on brick piers, with 14-inch, galvan- 
ized mesh screen fitted in the open- 
ings. The screen will prevent vagrant 
sparks from starting fires.

If you must use that new furniture, be 


smart and save the surface. Folks who have 


any business seeing it can always peek! 


Now that we have achieved the 
House Glamorous, it is natural that 
my wife and I should want to pro- 
tect our handsome furnishings. 

When some Pasteur of the book 
world conceived the book jacket, we 
were swift to recognize its value. 
Imagine what it would be like to 
have all the beautiful bindings of 
your books exposed to the air and 
fingerprints—and to one another. 
For it has not escaped us that every 
time we pull a book from a shelf, 
there is an abrasive action between 
it and the ones next to it. 

Of course, there are those fuss- 
budgets who say that bindings are 
meant to be looked at and enjoyed. 
Of course they are; that’s the very 
reason they must be _ protected. 
There is nothing to prevent a person 
from washing his hands and remov- 
ing the jacket long enough to have a 
look at the binding. 


We SPARED no expense in hav- 
ing our furniture upholstered in 
beautiful materials chosen to blend 
with our living-room decor. What a 
joy it was, then, to be able to pre- 
serve those materials by protecting 
them'with slipcovers! Of course, this 
set up a new color problem, but we 
promptly solved this by having the 
slipcovers made in the opposite 
colors of the upholstery. As for show- 
ing off the upholstery, that’s simple, 
too. No slipcover fits so tightly that 
one can’t lift a corner of it enough to 
give visitors a glimpse. 

Lamp shades require constant 
safeguarding if this original beauty 
is to be preserved. We always insist 
on the kind that are wrapped when 
you get them. Needless to say, leave 
the wrapping on. In time, of course, 
the wrapping itself becomes cracked 
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—there is still no way to prevent 
that—but my wife has acquired the 
knack of rewrapping our lamp 
shades, and I challenge anyone to 
tell them from one fresh from a store. 


Wauen we bought a costly, leather- 
topped card table and read on the 
tag that the table was guaranteed to 
have a perfect playing surface, we 
put a card table cover right on it. 
How could we expect the playing 
surface to stay perfect if we went 
ahead and played on it? 

We just finished having the floor 
refinished in our dining room, and 
we had a terrible time figuring out 
how to protect that fine finish. We 
put a rug over it, but then the prob- 
lem was how to protect the rug. 
Furthermore, what about the din- 
ing-room table? 

In the end, we spread the dining- 
room table with newspapers and we 
take most of our meals in the kitchen. 

This experience opened our eyes 
to the fact that we were really giving 
our living room more of a beating 
than was necessary, too. We real- 
ized we had been using it almost 
every evening and letting anybody, 
just anybody, sit around in it, when 
all the time we could just as well 
have been using the kitchen.

Then, as now, the race and class 
haters were afraid. The solidly es- 
tablished, propertied people of the 
East were eyeing their own dying 
influence and fighting tooth and 
nail against the rising power of the 
impecunious West. 

Negroes, of course, were not hated 
then; they were only property, like 
cattle, and you do not hate cattle. 
Not until Harriet Beecher Stowe 
wrote ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’”’ did the 
North begin to get really worked up 
about slavery. And then it was main- 
ly crackpots like John Brown who 
stirred up trouble for slaveowners. 

Sectional dissension was so vi- 
cious, the popular will so distrusted, 
that three years after Lincoln was 
born, in the war of 1812, New Eng- 
land discouraged enlistment, re- 
fused the services of militia, declined 
to subscribe to government loans, 
and threatened secession from the 
Union. What troubled headlines 
those things must have made. 


Eye Russian Grabs 


In the Russian colony in Alaska 
that day in 1809 the people were 
fiery with talk of expansion south- 
ward. Already, in the name of the 
Tsar, they had explored the Oregon 
coast. And the Tsar had colonies off 
the coast of California and a fort 
within a few miles of Golden Gate. 
And he had forbidden foreign vessels 
to come within a hundred miles of 
his American possessions. 

Of course, Spain had troops in 
Florida then, too, and the truculent 
Creeks were trying on war paint in 
Alabama. The British had claimed 
Oregon and had a supply base at 
Pensacola. The British and French 
were patrolling our coast and chas- 
ing each other around in warships 
within the three-mile limit. 


Lining Up for War 


In Washington, that day Lincoln 
was born, Thomas Jefferson sat 
worn and defeated, pondering a 
problem he could not solve—how to 
keep his weak, internally torn, 32- 
year-old nation back from war. In 
Congress the young firebrands from 
the South and West were spoiling 
for a fight. In New England the 
merchants were talking of rebellion; 
for two years their ships, by govern- 
ment decree, had lain idle in the 
harbors; their countinghouses were 
shut, their wharves rotting. 

For even then this was one world, 
and all Europe was embroiled in 
war. Our problem soon was to be- 
come not whether to fight, but 
whom. 

The trouble was, a scheming little 
ogre of a man—a predated Hitler— 
was throwing his weight and the 
blood of millions around much as 
Hitler was to do a century and a 
quarter later. This was Napoleon. 
He had come into power promising 
peace. And seven months later he 
had crossed the Alps, humbled Aus- 
tria, crushed Italy, and gone ram- 
paging on, killing and plundering, 
toppling kings, setting up puppet 
states with his brothers and cousins 
on the thrones. 

But he couldn’t stop. His conquest 
of Europe was not safe, his domina-

tion of the world was not certain 
until he brought Britain to her 
knees. In 1803 he had sold the vast 
French holdings in America to 
Jefferson, doubling the size of the 
United States, and built an in- 
vasion fleet. But Lord Nelson had 
chased it to Spain and savagely sunk 
it. Both sides then had declared a 
blockade of the other. You trade 
with those so-and-sos, each said, 
and we’ll run your ships down and 
confiscate everything. 

This is where the trouble for the 
infant United States began. Both 
sides were clamoring for American 
grain and American cotton; we had 
been making huge profits. So now 
we squawked and threatened. Jef- 
ferson, who is remembered for his 
genius and his successes, said okey, 
he’d force a showdown by refusing 
to trade with either. He forbade any 
American ship to sail for any foreign 
port whatsoever. 


Tuat is how things stood for two 
years, how they stood that gray 
February day Lincoln’s life began. 
Shipowners were going bankrupt, 
trade had stagnated, prices of im- 
ported goods had doubled, the South 
and West had lost their markets, and 
everybody, particularly New Eng- 
land, was bitter against the med- 
dling of the government in their 
business. And across the ocean the 
struggle was bloodier than ever. 
Like Hitler and I] Duce, Napoleon 
and Alexander of Russia were pa- 
rading their friendship before the 
kings in 1809. But secretly, Alexan- 
der was arming. Austria was again 
rising. Spain was in revolt against 
Napoleon’s brother, Joseph. Eng- 
land had landed an army in Portu- 
gal. Prussia could not be depended 
upon. Even Napoleon’s own minis- 
ters were beginning to wonder if it 
were the beginning of the end. 


Peron Grips Argentina 


There was no freedom in South 
America that year of 1809. The 
Spanish ruled, and, from the days 
of Columbus, their governors sent 
out from Spain had been brutal and 
oppressive. They were the master 
race. American-born Spaniards, no 
matter their rank or wealth, had no 
voice; and the natives and the 
Negroes from Africa were the ac- 
cursed and miserable slaves. 

But in 1809, in the protective dark 
of night around great oak tables 
glistening from the candlelight as if 
wet, young aristocrats were gather- 
ing to plot their plots for freedom 
and to bide their time. 

A year later their plots were to 
flame in open revolt. But it was to 
take 12 years of intrigue, double 
cross, bloody battles, and rolling 
heads before the continent was to be 
free of the crushing tyranny of 
Spain.

them from it. The West began its 
full cry for war. Even the Indian 
traders blamed the government be- 
cause they couldn’t get supplies. 
They pointed out by contrast that 
“the British government has a regular 
Indian department to distribute 
clothing to upwards of 10 thousand 
Indians annually.” - 

Washington Irving’s brothers, im- 
porters, sent young Irving to the 
nation’s capital to keep tab on what 
Congress might do in the way of new 
regulations. “Ah! Poor Jemmy,” 
Irving wrote of President Madison, 
“he is but a withered little apple- 
john.” 

The pressure was too great. On 
June 18, 1812, when Abraham Lin- 
coln was 3, bewildered Jemmy 
signed a paper, and his ill-prepared, 
divided little nation was at war. It 
was an unnecessary little war, one 
that began with defeat, lasted three 
years, and settled none of the argu- 
ments about which it was fought. 
Luckily for us, the British, who had 
been at war 20 years, were now 
locked in a struggle to the death 
with Napoleon and were too busy 
to give more than a passing glance 
to the upstart late offspring. 


Now this is what was going on in 
our part of the world when Lincoln 
was very young. Does it sound like 
today? 

Jump 25 years to when Lincoln 
was a young man. Trouble? 

Plenty. 

Lincoln had just run for the IIli- 
nois state legislature and lost, and 
failed as a storekeeper, and buried 
his sweetheart, Ann Rutledge. In 
Europe, Napoleon had been crushed, 
but the divine-right despots had now 
re-established their old order and 
were ruling with the same terror and 
tyranny as before the French Revo- 
lution, which had been fought for 
the freedom of man. 

Mexico had won a bloody strug- 
gle for liberty, but now the treach- 
erous dictator, Santa Anna, was in 
the saddle. England was in the hands 
of the Lords and a few wealthy men; 
poor folks were dungeoned for debt 
and hanged for stealing a fish. The 
Turks had massacred 20 thousand 
in Greece, and the United States 
was torn between abolitionists and 
slaveholders. 

Jump another 25 years and you 
are smack on the eve of the Civil 
War. Trouble? Chaos? There never 
was a time like this to spin the brain 
of man?

Mavyse you can have that second 
piece of pie. Maybe you don’t need 
the 10 pounds you’ve been trying so 
hard to gain. To be sure, you’d 
better consult a wiser authority than 
the Penny Wonder (your correct 
weight, fortune, horoscope, and 
statement of what you should weigh 
—all for 1 cent). 

You may miss your “correct” 
weight by 15 pounds, yet be at your 
ideal weight. Here’s why: 

Most purely artificial “average” 
charts consider only height and 
weight. Actually this “average” 
represents less than half the individ- 


uals studied. The other half lie far 
above or below that average. 

You see, people of the same height 
may have quite different body 
builds, and that difference is nat- 
urally reflected in their weights. 
Tables of average weight for given 
heights are misleading because they 
ignore this variation. 

It’s safer to use a chart showing 
the normal weight range for your 
height and body frame. (Even with 
these, however, many different 
physical structures must be lumped 
into three or four broad types—tall- 
slender, medium, and short-stocky

builds.) Body frame can show a lot. 

Many stars in the world of sports 
would be much too heavy or too 
thin by Penny Wonder standards.

ConstDeR the case of two 18- 
year-old boys, both 6’ tall. One 
weighs 145 pounds. But his narrow 
shoulders and hips, small ankle- and 
wristbones, and long, slender legs 
place him in the small-frame cate- 
gory; so he is not considered under- 
weight. In reality, he is probably the 
track or basketball star of his school.

look overweight. But don’t worry 
about him. He’s the large-frame 
type and is expected to carry a lot 
more poundage than his slender 
chum. 

All up and down the human yard- 
stick these varying weights are 
found, in both men and women. 
There may be a difference of as 
much as 25 to 35 pounds between 
persons of the same sex and height. 

The Army recognized this. Its 
requirements stated that at 5’6” you 
should weigh 136 pounds—if your 
chest measurement was 3234” with 
breath exhaled. But the minimum 
for 5’6’’ went down to 117 pounds 
if chest measurement was only 
3044". And, at that, examining 
physicians were permitted to use 
their discretion in accepting regis- 
trants outside this range.

ognizes it, too. Its chart says that a 
large-frame, 5’6’’ man can weigh as 
much as 157 pounds and still be 
within the normal range. Metro- 
politan’s lowest desirable weight for 
this height is 129. (This differs from 
the Army’s 117 because the insur- 
ance company’s table is for men of 
25 and over, while the Army in- 
ducted men as young as 17 and 18.)

Insurance studies show that your 
normal weight at 25 is the best one 
to maintain thruout life. 

For children, the rule is quite 
different. They should maintain a 
steady increase in both weight and 
height. If you want a gauge, growth 
tables are useful, but don’t take 
them too seriously for any one child. 
He should always be measured 
against his own record, as well as 
against the growth table. (Children 
studied in computing the table may 
live under different conditions or 
come from different stock than your 


child.) 


For children, graphs showing 
normal growth curves are best. On 
these your own child’s increase in 
height and weight may be charted 
in upward curves over a prolonged 
period of time. If his height and 
weight curves parallel the general 
course of the graph you may con- 
sider his growth normal, even tho 
his height and weight may not place 
him at the center of each graph. If, 
however, in charting the child’s 
height and weight, you notice an 
appreciable jump in height with no 
corresponding increase in weight— 
or an unusual gain in weight which 
is not matched in his height curve 
—consult your doctor. 

Much research is being done on 
this relation of skeletal structure to 
weight and growth. At the State 
University of Iowa Dr. H. V. Mere- 
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“She said it was white with blue shutters!” 
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dith is conducting studies of stature, 
weight, and physical growth, par- 
ticularly of children. He makes the 
most exacting measurements of 
each child examined. In addition to 
height, their leg length, shoulder 
and hip widths, and chest, arm, and 
leg girths are measured. 

To me, the most interesting test is 
one that measures the thickness of 
skin and its underlying fatty tissue. 
Taking hold of skin with a pair of 
calipers (resembling ice tongs), the 
physician can tell whether there is too 
much or too little fat underneath. 

Such studies prove that it’s im- 
possible to say that so-many pounds 
is the correct weight for such-and- 
such height. Skeletal structure is a 
factor that must be reckoned with if 
you would know your ideal weight. 

All this doesn’t imply that if your 
friends call you “Fatty” you may 
shrug your broad shoulders and say, 
“That’s merely my skeletal struc-

ture.” Or that a hungry, slat-ribbed 
look can always be blamed on a 
slender frame. 

If you tend to be plump, and 
notice that you are short of breath, 
heart laboring occasionally, inclined 
to avoid unnecessary activity, if 
your waistline has outgrown suits or 
dresses it once fit—better hie to the 
doctor for a professional opinion, 
and probably a diet. 

On the other hand, if you are 
downright skinny, if you are hollow- 
eyed, pale, listless, with no appetite 
and frequent colds—chances are the 
reason lies deeper than your delicate 
bones. A high-calorie, vitamin-rich 
diet will probably be prescribed. 

But it does mean this: If you’re 
well and peppy, if your weight has 
varied little since you were 25— 
check your third dimension before 
you embark on a fattening-up or 
slimming-down campaign.

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dog owners, the dogcatcher is a 
cross between a piggy-bank bandit, 
a corporal of the guard in a Siberian 
salt mine, and an income tax investi- 
gator. 

In short, he’s a blackguard of the 
first water—and then some! 

All of which, to put it mildly, is so 
much buncombe and fiddle-faddle. 

The truth of the matter is—the 
dogeatcher is a solid citizen who 
performs an invaluable service to his 
community—and usually at lower- 
than-average wages. 


His work consists of clearing ver- 
min-infested, disease-carrying, or 
vicious animals from the streets— 
so that the town can be a healthier 
and safer place in which to live—so 
that children can play outdoors in 
safety—so that gardens and lawns 
won’t be ruined—so that properly 
cared-for dogs can be protected from 
dangerous, infectious ailments (some 
of which can be transmitted to 
humans!)

Say, can’t you fellows keep dogs 
from running loose—a couple just 
got thru messing up my garden” — 
or “I think it’s disgraceful the way

very intelligent, the school may win. 

But the very intelligent child is not 
the average child. Moreover, the 
average American youngster, by 
some mystery which our educational 
specialists ought to discover, often 
dislikes school. Therefore, it is prob- 
able that he will absorb much of his 
real education from the home, 
rather than from the school. This 
puts an intolerable burden on the 
school. 


I WISH it were possible for the 
overburdened school to know that 
it has the active cooperation at 
least of the church in this matter of 
tolerance. If church and_ school 
would work closely together in this 
most essential of all teaching, the 
prejudices in the home might be 
overcome. 

But alas, the teachings of human 
equality, so beautifully expressed in 
the sacred scriptures of al! peoples, 
are not fulfilled in practice in most 
American communities. Your child’s 
observing and absorbent mind hears 
the preacher in the pulpit, but he 
does not see colored members in the 
congregation. He is taught in Sun- 
day school to give pennies to the 
people of Africa and China, but no 
one suggests for him a connection 
between those peoples and _ the 
Negro and the Chinese in his own 
town. 

What then? Are we to give up 
trying to cl tolerance until such 
a time as our community changes 
its pattern? No, for this pattern will 
never change unless we and our 
children change it. We must find 
new ways of teaching. We must 
utilize the handicaps instead of 
ignoring them. 


Ler us start with one blessed fact. 
Children are born without prejudice. No 
little white baby dislikes any colored 
baby, and no little colored baby 
knows what inferiority is. Some- 
where along the way the tragically 
false teaching begins. Perhaps you 
begin it yourself, when you pull 
your toddler away from a little 
colored child passing by. The .two 
are not allowed to clasp hands or to 
play together. By the time your 
child has reached school the lesson 
is learned thru many incidents, and 
the teacher has then to cope with 
the fact. If she herself practices 
prejudiced behavior, the lesson goes 
on. 

And yet it is encouraging to see 
how the natural justice of the child 
persists. A Negro friend told me of 
two football teams in a Texas town. 
They were champion teams in their 
own race groups, but they wanted to 
play a match together. Their 
coaches forbade it, whereupon they 
agreed to play secretly. They had a 
fine game, by lucky chance a tie. 

I am indebted to The New Yorker 
for- an even better true story, one 
which took place in a certain city 
where race riots threatened. Chil- 
dren, black and white, playing on a 
street were observed to be playing

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“race riot.” But the colored chil- 
dren were fewer than the white, so 
in order that the game could be 
perfectly fair, some of the white boys 
volunteered to be “‘colored.” 

What tragedy to warp and twist 
a child into hating those not like 
himself! Yet that is what adults do 
to their children everywhere in this 
land of ours. 


Bur the very failures of the com- 
munity can be used by the wise 
parent, teacher, and minister who 
wants to teach tolerance. Children 
understand so amazingly well the 
problems of life around them if they 
are given perspective. That is, if they 
know what the problem is and where 
they stand in regard to it. How 
shall we begin to teach? 

In the first place, let us plant the 
child firmly in his whole world. He 
is not only the dweller in a town, in 
a state, in a nation; he lives also in 
the world. 

If he is white, let him realize that 
the white people in the world are a 
minority—and rather a young one. 
The white people have much to be 
proud of, because, even tho they are 
so young, they have got hold of a 
wonderful thing called science, 
which has helped some people, altho 
a wrong use of it has killed more than 
it has helped. That is bad; let us 
acknowledge it. Let us teach the 
child that as a white person he can 
change it some day. 


Meanwuite, let him realize 
that the world is full mostly of col- 
ored people. These colored people 
are of many varieties and kinds. The 
oldest and finest civilizations belong 
to them. China and India are the 
mother civilizations. Their people 
understood even science long before 
we did. Let us help the child to in- 
vestigate the sciences as they were 
in India and Egypt, and investigate 
the way China felt toward inven- 
tions that might be harmful to 
people. There is a legend, for ex- 
ample, that airplanes, invented a 
thousand years ago in China, were 
forbidden because the emperor fore- 
saw that such machines might one 
day drop bombs on innocent people. 
Yes, the Chinese of that day even 
had bombs. Gunpowder, first made 
in China, was early diverted to 
making firecrackers instead of am- 
munition. 

Those old civilizations went thru 
the warlike period in which we now 
are and rejected arms and wars 
because their wise men, teachers, 
and religious leaders, taught them it 
was foolish and wrong. A human at- 
titude, rather than a political or mil- 
itaristic one, developed out of those 
civilizations. India was an old and 
high civilization of black people when 
white barbarian tribes came invad- 
ing from Europe. 


Ler your boy or girl be properly 
planted in our world and in its true 
history. It has been a strange fact— 
can it be conscious?—that our 
western educational emphasis has 
been placed upon the relatively 
short life of Greece and Rome, whose 
peoples were white, rather than 
upon the far more ancient, and in 
some ways the far more important 
and valuable, civilizations of peoples 
who are dark—and who still exist!

proach the colored people in his 
own community by learning first of 
their origins. He must understand 
how it is that 13 million Americans 
are Negro. Who brought them here 
and why? Whose is the injustice? 
Can white children compensate for 
the cruelties of their ancestors? Yes, 
by present justice. This is their duty 
and their privilege. 


Your children ought to know that 
the Negroes who were wickedly 
seized and sold into slavery were not 
savages. Savages do not make good 
workers. The slaves were people of 
old and even of civilized tribes, who 
had their own ways of life and 
thought. They were the best of those 
tribes, the young and the handsome 
and the strong. How did our ances- 
tors take part in such an evil trade? 

He can be taught thru geography, 
too, to understand the colored 
peoples in his community. Africa is 
a magic continent, rich in every sort 
of life and resource. It has a history, 
a civilization, languages and arts, 
yesterday and today. Only its cli- 
mate, the hot sun of ages, has made 
the people dark. Skin darkness is a 
mere physical protection against 
the powerful rays of the sun. So 
would we grow dark if we lived long 
enough in Africa. But inside we 
would be what we are, and the 
Africans inside are exactly the same 
as we—and the Africans are Ne- 
groes. 


ScIENCE as well as history and 
geography must help the child to 
learn tolerance. Science must teach 
him that the human brain is the 
same brain, varying only in individ- 
uals. The Negro child is not mentally 
inferior. He merely lacks equal op- 
portunity, and this is an injustice 
the white child can help to mend. 

Such background the school 
should and must provide. But it has 
to be done by definite planning and 
cooperation with church and home, 
Tolerance must be taught thru 
everything that a child learns. It 
cannot be taught as a separate “‘sub- 
ject” in the classroom. It has to 
pervade the school as an attitude, a 
lens thru which the child surveys the 
past and the present. It must per- 
vade the community, thru church 
and home. 


Bur suppose one of them—church, 
home, school—is backward? Sup- 
pose a parent refuses to practice 
tolerance? Suppose a minister con- 
siders it outside the field of religion? 
Suppose a principal will not think 
of it? 

Then those few in the community 
who know that human equality is 
essential in our world must come to- 
gether to plan for leadership and a 
program. Children can be enlisted 
to help in changing community 
practices. The community can be 
explained to them with all its back- 
wardness, in terms of simple lack of 
primary knowledge and consequent 
understanding. To know all is to

But older people 
have not had the opportunity to 
know all. New people, a new world, 
must produce new attitudes. 

Can the adults of the community, 
too, be given this new education? 
They should be, if there is not to be 
estrangement. They can be taught 
best by the simple necessities of our 
present world. They can be taught 
that if we are not to go like sheep to 
the slaughter of final war, we must 
know what our world is and what is 
going on in it. The old indifference 
and local absorption cannot con- 
tinue. If we relapse into our before- 
the-war attitudes and limitations, 
war will burst upon us as suddenly 
and as unexpectedly as the atomic 
bomb fell upon the people of Hiro- 
shima—and we shall be as helpless. 


Every American community 
must wake up and stay awake in the 
world of today. The sole protection 
that we have against this final war is 
to know other peoples well and to 
understand what they are thinking 
and feeling—to know them well 
enough to demand discussion and 
patience, to know them well enough 
to see justice in their claims as well 
as in our own, to know them well 
enough to act with justice when 
there is conviction on both sides. 

A new education in tolerance, for 
young and old, is what we need and 
what we must have. 

But the materials for such educa- 
tion are not to be found within our 
communities as they now are. They 
must be gathered from all the world 
of peoples. The most valuable of all 
materials for education in tolerance 
are human beings, men and women 
from other countries, citizens of 
other civilizations. The best educa- 
tion in tolerance is to meet and know 
such individuals. Then the emotions 
of friendship are stirred to life. A 
imaginative man 
from Africa, black as coal and with 
asense of humor as vital as electricity, 
spent days with us this year, and 
in our little community prejudice 
melted away like mist before sun. 
Visitors from India and China, too, 
win interested glances from us, but 
no more intolerance. 


Tuese countries mean people to 
us now. One pleasant person from 
another land or race coming into a 
community as a visitor is worth a 
carload of books and a trainload of 
academic teaching. The human 
touch is the only way to cure prej- 
udice and build tolerance. 

But behind the education are the 
educators. The first step toward 
teaching our children tolerance is 
for the adults of the community, 
the ministers and priests and rabbis, 
the newspaper editors, the teachers, 
and parents, to come together and 
decide if they really do want their 
children to learn tolerance and to 
practice it. If they fear the conse- 
quences, it is better to make no pre- 
tenses of teaching a theory that’s not 
to be put into use. There is too much 
of such teaching already showing its 
dangerous effects in split person- 
alities, restlessness, discontents, and 
the extremes of apathy and violence. 

Do you want your children to 
learn tolerance? Really? 

Please answer that question hon- 
estly. Teaching is easy when prac- 
tice goes with it.

STAMFORD, CONNECTICUT, is just barely in New Eng- 
land. But even in the southwestern tip, New England tradition 
holds sway. 

Outside influences have crept in, tho. In this home of Grace 
Esposito, a Colonial face has been fitted to a modern plan in a 
home that would suit any area. 

For best orientation, privacy, and view, Builder H. G. V. 
Hart placed the house sideways on the wooded half-acre plot. 
The long side of the garage is toward the street. The front door 
is partly hidden from the street, but is marked by a fenced 
flagstone terrace. 

Inside, the house splits into three units—sleeping, living, and 
utility. The sleeping wing can be shut off with a single door. 
Each bedroom has two closets, and there’s a linen closet near 
the bathroom.

tated by the designer’s desire to be as 
different as possible from any design 
that has preceded his present prob- 
lem. In this home Architect Spitz- 
nagel has shunned ornament and 
costly details such as shutters and 
bric-a-brac. Instead he has relied 
entirely on window placement and 
on the color and texture of materials 
to achieve the proper effect. Cov- 
ered entrances to both service and 
living areas give shadow and depth 
to the exteriors. 

8. Operating windows are few, 
with large areas of fixed glass open- 
ing on the garden side. It’s not the 
amount of air but its circulation that 
counts. 

9. The dining room is a part of 
the living room. A masonry wall ex- 
tends from the front hall thru the 
living and dining areas to the kitch- 
en. This treatment not only lends an 
interesting color and texture but 
tends to tie the rooms together into 
one large area. 

A flat-deck roof could be used as 
well as the pitched roof. The biggest 
advantage of the deck is that it per- 
mits absolute freedom of plan, tho in 
this case the pitched roof wasn’t re- 
strictive. 

The home was designed to rest on 
a concrete slab construction without 
basement. Alternate plans are in- 
cluded showing a basement if you 
want it. And, if you approve, radi- 
ant heating would function very 
satisfactorily.

Broadcast each handful over a large area and go over lawn in two 
directions. 
Sow sweetpeas any time you can dig the ground. Make trench 
15 inches deep, put leafmold or rotted manure in bottom, then add 
6 inches of soil. Plant 4 inches deep. After peas come thru, finish 
filling trench. 
Try sowing larkspur, snapdragon, and petunia on frozen ground 
as you would grass seed. The freeze and thaw will bury the seed. 
Don’t start seed indoors of plants that develop quickly and can’t 
be set out when they are large enough.

For $6 We Built 
a Brick Terrace 


By Louise Price Bell 






We used a level on every row of 
bricks to insure a smooth terrace 


We LIKED to sit in our patio, 
particularly under a sheltering roof, 
but there were flaws in that pleas- 
ure. As the sun didn’t shine under 
the roof, the grass didn’t thrive. And 
after a rain, the grass and dirt were 
always damp. We tried not to mind 
staying indoors after a rain, when 
the freshness out of doors called to 
us. It didn’t work, so we decided to 
build a brick terrace. 

One conference with a contractor 
frightened us out of having the job 
done professionally. So he suggested 
we do it ourselves. “Just cut out the 
sod to half the depth of the brick,” 
he said. “Have a load of sand 
dumped there, and lay the bricks in 
that. When they’re all laid, throw a 
pail of sand over the terrace, sweep 
it into the cracks, and there you are.” 


Ir SEEMED so easy we wasted no 
time. We found that having the 
sand hauled cost just what the sand 
itself did, so we hauled it ourselves 
in the back of our old jalopy. We 
did the same with the bricks, saving 
half the cost of materials. 

With the rectangular space filled 
with sand, after sod was removed, 
we began laying the bricks, basket- 
weave fashion. To make sure the 
terrace would be level, we used a 
carpenter’s level as we worked, 
checking each row. We used the 
stick-and-string method on_ the 
outer edges so terrace boundaries 
would be straight. They are. 


Tuo OUR knees developed a bit 
of callous, we had fun doing the job. 
Now we can sit under the ramada, 
rain or shine, day or night. The 
ruddy-red bricks contrast attrac- 
tively with the green lawn. In fact, 
we can’t find a flaw in the project. 
The cost? One dollar for sand, five 
dollars for bricks, labor donated.

resolve that this all-season tree shall 
not be missing from our plantings. 
In the spring, it was white with 
bloom. In summer, its greens formed 
layered masses of light and shade. In 
September, it was crimson with fruit. 
When the ground beneath was 
bright with fallen fruit, the leaves 
turned to copper. 

During late fall and early winter 
the hawthorn was a gray foam of 
thorny twigs that rewarded one’s 
closer inspection with globular red 
buds. And now its wide-spreading 
horizontal branches catch the snow 
and wear it like a loosely crocheted 
shawl. We almost look for the pink 
shell-stitch edging. But there is no 
edging, because the branches of a 
hawthorn swing to the ground, form- 
ing a natural playhouse like those 
we knew when we were children. 

There is usually a fringe of rabbit 
footprints outside the circle of 
branches, because the bark is an 
easy-to-reach winter treat, and the 
rose family has a pleasant taste. 


Some evergreens may be identi- 
fied now by their ways with snow. 
The one that holds the thickest and 
widest pancakes of it is Colorado 
spruce. White pine wears snow like 
epaulets, with a fringe of needles 
turned earthward in the cold. Arbor- 
vitae wears half-moons of snow. 

Hemlock lets it slide from sloping 
shoulders, while mugho pine lifts 
snow like muffins in its stiff finger 
tips. Balsam fir holds it well, as the 
chosen Christmas tree might be ex- 
pected to bear its decorations. The 
drooping twigs of Norway spruce 
offer but a narrow foothold for the 
snow, but make up for this by their 
superb way with icicles. 

Hints of color become precious 
now. There is red in smooth linden 
buds, and in the new growth and 
buds of red and silver maples. There 
is yellow in willow twigs, and orange 
in the underbark of hawthorn. 


Tuere is bright green in sassafras 
twigs, rosy beige in white-oak leaves, 
and lavender on arching raspberry 
canes. And where the snow slides 
from a patch on the side of a ravine, 
the underside of hepatica leaves 
shows a rich purple. 
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“Things are loosening up—look 
what I got today.”

transmit maps or recipes along with 
their talks. 

You already see facsimile at work 
in your daily newspaper. News pho- 
tographs transmitted by wire and 
radio facsimile enable you to see a 
picture made today at any spot in 
the world. 


As THE owner of a facsimile re- 
ceiver, you merely will have to turn 
on the radio and watch your news 
unroll. Once a month you’ll put in 
a new supply of sensitized paper, an 
operation which engineers say will 
be easier than threading film into 
the family camera. 

Manufacturers vary widely in 
estimating the cost of facsimile re- 
ceivers. They say the mechanism is 
about as complicated as a record

player and changer, and should, 
with mass production, be in the 
same price range. Some have put the 
cost at $400; others say it can even- 
tually be produced for under $100. 

One of the major questions in 
facsimile is whether you or the 
broadcaster will pay for your re- 
ceiver, At present, you’ll have to 
buy your own. In the future, there’s 
a chance the station might foot the 
bill from its advertising revenue. 

Each 400 feet of sensitized paper 
costs a dollar. The engineers figure 
20 pages of facsimile a day, equal in 
content to five pages of a regular 
paper, would cost about five cents, 
or a penny for each four-page, 15- 
minute edition. 


To LOUISVILLE and other pio- 
neer cities, facsimile has been a fre- 
quently temperamental toy which is 
just beginning to develop enough for 
real use. You may reap all the bene- 
fits of the finished product, but 
Louisvillians housebroke facsimile 
while it was still in the diaper 
stage. Patient wives endured rolls 
of facsimile on the living-room floor 
and mud tracks of curious guests on 
the strength of as-yet-unfilled prom- 
ises from their husbands that some- 
day facsimile would bring them 
printed recipes and shopping tips as 
they were doing the breakfast dishes. 

The idea of facsimile goes clear 
back to 1842, when Alexander 
Baine, an English physicist, sent a 
record over a telegraph circuit. The 
first commercial facsimile system,

graphs between London and New 
York in 1924. In 1926, pioneer ex- 
perimenters began sending printed 
programs. 

In 1937, New York’s station WOR 
bought 50 recorders and broadcast 
daily. Later it teamed with WLW, 
Cincinnati, and WGN, Chicago, for 
a sort of facsimile network. 

Experiments slowed almost to a 
standstill during the war. Then 20 
radio stations and newspapers put 
up the money for Broadcasters 
Faximile Analysis, a research or- 
ganization headed by John V. L. 
Hogan, one of the leading facsimile 
experimenters. Last April, B.F.A. 
announced that facsimile was tech- 
nically ready for the consumer.

All the broadcasters say they will 
put facsimile receivers in public 
places where people can see what 
they do, but none plans immediately 
to put them in homes of persons not 
connected with the station. 


Any FM station may transmit 
written programs on application to 
the F.C.C. The Commission late in 
1946 had issued 49 commercial 
licenses for FM and had authorized 
540 construction permits and con- 
ditional grants for new FM stations. 
This means the nation already has a 
total of more than 600 potential 
facsimile broadcasters. 

So this erstwhile mechanical 
tyrant, the gadget of radio engi- 
neers, suddenly has been tossed into 
the laps of broadcasters and pub- 
lishers ready for use—and they 
don’t know what to do with it. Will 
it make present newspapers out of 
date? Will vocal newscasting be re- 
placed by verbal bulletins and 
singing commercials by display ads? 

Just as publishers worried 20 years 
ago about what radio might do to 
their business, they’re concerned 
about facsimile now. Boosters have 
been quick to reassure newspapers 
that facsimile isn’t going to put 
them out of business. They point

Facsimile dispenses with rotary 
presses, delivery trucks, circulation, 
mechanical, and engraving depart- 
ments. All that is needed in addition 
to “facs-casting” equipment, is a 
typesetting machine, or even just a 
typewriter, and a news department. 

Radio Station WELD in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, has shown what fac- 
simile can do without the aid of 
newspaper connections. The station 
uses facsimile space to promote its 
spoken programs, plugging broad- 
casts of its fashion and beauty editor 
with fashion pictures like those 
you’d find in a regular newspaper. 
To promote an opera broadcast, 
WELD printed an opera quiz, even 
reproduced a few bars from the 
score. In addition, the WELD Radio 
News carries grocery ads. 

Another means of support was 
suggested by the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, which suggests that adver- 
tisers may furnish rolls of paper with 
their names printed at intervals. 


One thing is sure: Facsimile will 
be another competitor in the field of 
news dissemination. Leigh Danen- 
berg, publisher of the Bridgeport 
Sunday Herald, thinks this is good. 

“T think the over-all effect of fac- 
simile may be to improve both the 
broadcasting of news and the editing 
of newspapers.” 

The new method of news delivery 
may be in for some lively constitu- 
tional battles over licensing of the 
printed word. The first amendment 
to the Constitution guarantees free- 
dom of the press and forbids licens- 
ing of news or printing. But facsimile 
is broadcasting, and it must be 
allotted space in the air waves by 
the federal government. The F.C.C. 
must give facsimile a license to 
operate. Nobody can tell what effect 
this may have on press freedom. 


F'acsIMILe has a unique advan- 
tage in being able to reach isolated 
communities immediately instead of 
making them wait days to receive a 
paper by mail. Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, who has his own fac- 
simile receiver, said that he could 
“conceive people would want fac- 
similes” where newspapers are not 
delivered, “‘but,”’ he added, “‘I do 
not think there are enough of them 
to make it profitable.” 

Only one thing is certain: Fac- 
simile stands a good chance of 
causing a major revolution in the 
field of communications. And if 
you’re interested in a ringside seat 
for the big show, just turn on the 
radio—and start reading!
